The Horrible Death of a Desperate Colored 


Murrterer—Ten Thousand People Wit- 


nessed the First Legal Hanging in 
- Montgomery County, Kentucky, 


in Thirty Yearn.

MOUNT STERLING, Ky.,Aug. 10.— John 


Ibbnson colored was hanged today. 
His neck was not broken and ho did 
not die for twenty-five minutes. Ten 
.housand people witnessed the hang- 
ng but the negroes made no threats as 
was expected. 


Tbe crime for which Johnson was 
ixecuted was most brutal and uncalled 
or. While a mere boy he was steeped 
n crime, and when he killed Police- 
man Evans he had only" been out of the 
jenitentiary two weeks, where he had 
served a two year term for shooting at 
his sister with intent to kill. The bul- 
et that be intended for his sister struck 
iis sister-in-law in the head and came 
very near killing' her. Oa Saturday 
night, June 15th, Johnson was. coming 
up Locust street drunk and yelling like 
an Indian. 
Officers Lane and Evans 


met him and told him to go home or 
,hey would have to arrest him. He 
promised to do so and started in that 
direction, A few minutes afterwards 
they found him waving bis pistol and 
swearing that he was going to kill 
some s— of a b—. The officers started 
to arrest him, when he fired at Lane, 
the bullet striking him on the badge, 
and knocked him down. 
He then 


iurned and shot Evans in the side, and 
as Evans sunk to the ground he shot 
Johnson twice, making flesh wounds. 


A mob quickly formed and Johnson 


would have been hanged immediately, 
jut the physicians told the mob that 
Johnson was badly hurt and was likely 


die at any moment. Later at night 


Fohnson was taken on a cot to the jaiL 
Sunday morning Evans died, and again 
,he mob commenced forming, but 
Judge Cooper told them if they would 
et the law take its course be would 
call a special term of court and try 
Johnson at once. This appeased the 
mob. June 25th Johnson was tried and 
the jury was out just seven minutes 
when they brought in the death pen- 
alty. 


There has been a strange fatality in 


,he Johnson family. Will, the eldest 
boy, 
was shot and killed by Alex. 


Bowin, also colored, several years ago. 


short time after that Jim was run 


over by a train and killed, and a few 
years ago Henry Watson, a policeman, 
shot and killed Jeff, the father of the 
boys. Watson had John under arrest 
for stealing coal and the old man tried 
to get the boy away from him. Wat- 
son is owner of the Winchester and 
Mt. Sterling Telephone Exchange and 
is a city councilman. The night before 
Evans was killed, as Watson was going 
home, some one fired both loads of a 
double-barreled shot-gun at him. The 
shot struck all around him, but he es- 
laped unhurt. It is thought that John- 
son was the would-be assassin, as he 
bad repeatedly threatened to kill Watr 
ion for killing his father. 


This is the first legal banging that 


has occurred in Montgomery county 
for over thirty years, and it is hoped it 
will have a wholesome effect and end 
mob law.

tion \\ ith the bustling activity in iron 
and cottons, leave no room for pessim- 
ism in considering the future. 
Our 


factories are paying dividends. Our 
wage-earners are increasing their sur- 
plus. Those who last year were living 
on their reserve funds, are now adding 
to them. There could be no surer in- 
dication of increasing prosperity.—New 
York World. 


WIIAT the steamer Paris carried when 


last she sailed from New York for 
Southampton, two weeks ago, will 
serve as illustrative of our export trade, 
in highly protected articles. The out- 
ward cargo of the Paris contained 10S 
cases of machinery, upon which we 
still retain a duty of 35 per cent, in 
spite of the fact that our exports ex- 
ceed our imports nearly ten-fold. In 
this same cargo were 74 cases of hard- 
ware—a branch of 
manufacture in 


which this country leads the world, 
but which enjoys a duty of 35 per cent, 
for the purpose of keeping out imports 
that never come. Only a few years 
ago the best 
bicycles came 
from 


England, ancLthe cost of every wheel 
was increased 45 per cent, by the tar- 
iff; but now the, course of this trade is 
reversed, and nearly every outgoing 
steamer carries wheels for English 
riders. Eight crates of bicycles wi re 
included iu the cargo of the Paris on 
her latest trip out from New York: but 
if she would bring back a few English 
wheels to suit the particular fancies of 
American riders they would cost thi'ir 
owners 85 per cent, extra on account of 
the tariff. 
The manufacturers of cot- 


ton duck strenuously opposed the re- 
duction of the duty on their g-oods from 
40 per cent, to 85 per cent, when the 
present tariff was framed: but nine 
bales of cluck went to England by the 
Paris, and the exports in this Hue are 
of frequent occurrence. 


It would be easy to extend to gicat 


length the list of articles upon which 
duties are needlessly maintained; but 
a few more items from the outward 
manifest of the Paris will give suffici- 
ent emphasis to this object lessen. 
Some oJ the articles contained in this 
cargo, and the rates of duty which we 
impose when such goods are imported 
are as follows: 
Typewriters, 35 per 


cent.; fire-arms, 25 and 
t>0 percent.: 


gas fitters' material, brass goods and 
radiators, SS per cent,; needles,- 25 per 
cent; clocks, 35 per cent,; glassware, 
40 per cent: staiionai-y, 20 per cent., 
sewing'machines. So per cent.; agri- 
cultural implements, 45 per cent. The 
appearance of these articles' in this 
cargo is not an unusual incident, as 
these goods figure in the manifests of 
nearly 
all the 
outgiong 
steamers 


bound to British ports. 
When the 


whole range* of our foreign commerce 
is reviewed nearly all the articles upon 
the duitsble list of the tariff are found 
to be included in the export trade of 
this country.
